DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/26/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues, with respect to the rejection over reference to Mahmud et al, that 
the carbon black of Mahmud et al. contains silicon, whereas the carbon black of the instantly 
claimed invention does not contain silicon. This limitation, as argued, is not supported in the 
claims; rather the claims state that the organic groups attached to the carbon black do not contain 
silicon, a limitation that the carbon black of Mahmud et al. meets. Additionally, applicant argues 
that the organic groups of Mahmud et al. are attached via diazonium salt and therefore do not 
form sulfide or disulfide bridges. However, Mahmud et al. teaches that the reaction of the 
carbon black with the diazonium salts results in the attachment of a variety of organic groups, 
including those having a sulfide bridges, such as -SkR Mahmud et al. also teaches that the 
attachment of these groups can be accomplished by different mechanisms. The manner in which 
the organic groups are attached does not limit the produced material, itself. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection over reference to Wolff et al. have 
been considered and are persuasive in view of the amended claims. The rejection of claim 7 as 
being anticipated by Wolff et al. is withdrawn due to the amendment.
